governing British dominions. 


The two questions have to do with-the future 


size and distribution of the British navy and the 
renewal of the Anglo-Japanese treaty. 


Britain's navy problem is inextricably bound 


up with the problems of her future relations with 
Japan, just as is oui-s. 


Australia, New Zealand and western Canada are 


especially interested in the Anglo-Japanese treaty 
because, like us, they have an exclusive policy to 
which the Japs take exception. 


Premier Hughes of, Australia, in a notable 


speech just before sailing to take part in the con- 
ference, said that the hope of the world depended 
upon good relations between America and Great 
Britain.

He deprecated a British policy thafwould sac- 


rifice the friendship of America for the friendship 
of Japan, and expressed the hope that the London 
conference would arrive at some agreement satis- 
factory alike to Japan, Great Britain, America and 
the British Pacific dominions. 


Such a result would be a long step toward the 


great objective of world peace and would furnWh 
a splendid background for the armament limita- 
tion conference, which the Senate has asked Presi- 
dent Harding to call.
